This statement of the applicants is being submitted in support of the amendment 



1 . A non-provisional application for patent entitled "Non-Rectangular 
Shaped Credit Card With Case," was filed on February 27, 2002. The application has been 
assigned U.S. Serial No. 10/085,454. 

2. U.S. Serial No. 10/085,454, as filed, named David W. Nelms, Betty M. 
Schick and Kimberly S. Wilson (hereinafter the "Named Inventors") as inventors of the subject 
matter disclosed and claimed therein. 

3. The subject matter of Serial No. 10/085,454, was the product of a joint 
development effort of the Named Inventors, who are employees of assignee Discover Financial 
Services, Inc., in Riverwoods, Illinois.
